believe competitive manufactu- 
rers will have to follow, actually 
is an admission that the differ- 
ence between manufacturing 
cost and retail list prices on 
Such appliances has long been 
unnecessarily high. In effect, 
the unexpected, reduction of 
list prices recognizes and legal- 
izes the discounts at which 
many stores have been selling 
such appliances. It also partially 
corrects the unfair situation in| 
which some consumers who live} 
in large towns or know price- 
cutting retailers have been able 
to buy the same goods for less 
than others. 

This is the first time a big) 
manufacturer has dared to dis- 
turb the long-sacred markups of| 
retailers and wholesale distribu- 
tors, as well as compelling man- 
ufacturers too to do some price- 
cutting. Traditionally the retail- 
er gets 3-40 percent of the list) 
price of appliances, and the) 
wholesale jobber another 15-20) 
percent. 

‘Thus, if a vacuum cleaner has 
a@ retail list price of $70, the, 
retailer’s and jobber’s margins 
actually take about $38, while 
the entire manufacturing cost, 
even including manufacturer’s 
profits and advertising expense, 
is only $32. Appliances aren’t 
expensive because they really 
cost a lot to manufacture but 
because they pass through an 
expensive distribution system to 
get from factory to consumer. 

The company that has an-| 
nounced the price cuts actually) 
has been one of the few manu- 
facturers to take strong, con- 
tinuing legal action to keep re- 
tailers from cutting the artifici- 
ally high list prices on small ap-| 
pliances. Now it is really admit-| 
ting, as a representative told 
this writer, that discount houses 
and other low®*cost retailers 
have developed sound methods 
of mass-retailing appliances ai 
reduced prices, and that high- 
er-cost retailers will have to 
adopt similarly efficient retail- 
ing methods so prices can be 
lowered. 

The price cuts come right in 
the nick of time because the re- 
cent trend has been to raise 
tags on smaller appliances. Such 
electric housewares have gone 
up approximately ten percent in 
the past six months, and several 


From the public’s point of 
view, the price cuts are benefici- 
al not only because they will 
enable more people to enjoy la- 
bor-saving appliances at lower 
prices, but because they will 
help increase employment both 
in the manufacturing and sell- 
ing ends of the appliance in- 
dustry. 


A representative of the manu- 
facturer confided to this writer 
tat the company realized even 
while it has been fighting dis- 
counters and other low-cost re- 
tailers, that actually many 
moderate - income families 
would not have been able to buy 
these goods if not for such 
mass - volume price - reduction 
methods of doing business. The 
spur to employment is particu- 
larly beneficial in a year when 
many trade experts expect sales 
of appliances may slacken off 
after the boom buying of the 
past two years. 


News About Women 
Wives Who Work 


Society should prefer a happy 
mother who is home half the 
time, to an unhappy one who is 
there all day.

price-cutting move hit them. 
To achieve the price cuts| 
without reducing quality, the 
manufacturer who sprang this 
bombshell is cutting its own 
margin as well as that of retail- 
ers and jobbers.

They know 
that pay checks in their “right- 
to-work” state suffer because 
many elected officials reflect 
the views of organized industry 
in legislative halls, thus curb-| 
ing any attempts of labor to} 
bring wages and working condi-} 
tions up to the “American 
standard of living.” — Chicago;

tect probationary teachers 
against arbitrary dismissal. 

Speaking of the Teacher’s 
Federation, Pitts said, “You 
have established yourself beyond 
question as a classroom teach- 
ers’ organization before the 
state legislature in Sacramen- 
to.” 

Pitts accused the CTA in Sac- 
ramento of “berating organized 
labor and slurring the methods 
and objectives of unions” while 
at the same time it “had the 


audacity to sponsor a bill defin-| 


ing itself as a labor union for 
the purpose of exempting itself 
from the insurance code in re- 
gard to life and disability in- 
surance.” 

“The CTA is deficient in the 
kind of honesty of purpose 
which we have a right to expect 
of any responsible organization, 
particularly one which pretends 
to represent teachers,” Pitts 
said.

THE WORD “LADY” and the 
word “gentleman” fell into dis- 
repute, after the French and 
American revolutions. 

In France it was an honor to 
be called “Citizen” or “Citizen- 
ess.” In our country plain “Mr.” 
and “Mrs.” were all we needed. 

In our country, however, the 
words “lady” and gentleman” 
came to have a significance not 
connected with class distinc- 
tions. It merely described a cer- 
tain type of behavior, consid- 
ered eminently desirable in the 
nineteenth century. 

A boy took off his hat to the 
“ladies,” rose if a woman en- 
tered the room, said “Yes sir”, 
and “No, sir’, and “If you 
please.” 

A girl, to qualify as a “lady” 
was never noisy or conspicuous, 
dressed modestly, was courteous 
to her elders, did not put her 
ebows on the table, and observed 
a whole rule-book of laws gov- 
erning proper behavior. 


“Being a lady is regarded by 
many young girls of today as 
being old-fashioned,” says Olea 
Schrottky, a special. adviser of 
the Girl Scouts in this country. 


“There is in our country to- 
day a wave of informality 
amounting to defiant indiffer- 
ence to public opinion in both 
behavior and public appear- 
ance,” continues this authority 
on young girls of today. 


Even the most modern of us) 
would agree with this state-| 
ment. 

It is true that in the last cen- 
tury modesty became prudery, 
and good manners often degen- 
erated into simpering and in- 
sincere imbecilities. We welcome| 
the wholesome attitude toward 
many problems that we have 
today. 

Nevertheless, rules of conduct; 
still have their value. Consider-| 
ation for others, courtesy toward) 
our elders, and even some of the 
more formal kinds of politeness 
make for smoother and happier 
living. 

Our young people would not 
be sacrificing any of the ad- 
vances they have made in this 
century of observing some of 
these time-honored customs.

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LAW IN ACTION 


LIABILITY FOR SUPPORT 


Time was, a person could skip 
across a state line and evade his 
lawful duty to support a depen- 
dent. But now it is not so easy. 


Already all 
states but Nevada 
have passed the 


Uniform Civil Liability for Support 
Act—to set up laws for each state 
to enact to end this “rather 
choatic’’ situation. California’s law 
went into effect last September. 

This law does not undermine 
any state law; it says ‘‘the rights 
herein created are in addition to, 
and not in substitution for any 
other rights.’’ 

The new law declares: Each 
man shall support his wife and 
his child, and when in need, his 
parent. Each woman shall support 
her child; and when in need her 
husband or parent. Natural or 
adoptive, the child is any son or 
daughter under 21, or one of what- 
ever age without sufficient means 
who is ‘‘incapacitated from earn- 
ing a living.’’ 

The law calls for the superior 
court in making its support order 
to weigh such factors as the 
parties’ living standards, wealth 
and income, ability to earn, age, 
and duties to support other depen- 
dents. 


yyeal Enforcement 
of Support Act. It 
sets out how a 
child, a wife or a 
needy husband or parent may get 
an out-of-state court to enforce 
this duty. Since the district attor- 
ney can act where a dependent 
may become a public charge, this 
law has eased the burden on the 
public purse, 

These enforcement laws had no 
sooner passed than each state 
found that other states had differ- 
ent support laws which slowed 
down their enforcement. So the 
Commission on Uniform Laws 
drew up a second model law—the
